At.TKoiHiH  we  did  not  expect  very  much 
from  the  special  committee  of  *i,  appointed 
to  examine  and  report  upon  the  draft  of  a 
constitution  presented  by  the  government, 
must  confess  that  the  result  is  even  less 
than  we  expected.  It  can  hardly  lie  said  that 
the  committee  has  accomplished  enough  to 
save  itself  from  the  charge  of  having  wasted 
all  its  time.  Knowing  that  several  im- 
portant amendments  would  be  laid  before 
it,  and  knowing— as  everyone  must  know — 
that  many  provisions  of  the  official  project 
are  not  acceptable  to  the  majority  of  the 
nation,  we  sincerely  hoped  that  this  com- 
mittee would  be  independent  and  patriotic 
enough  to  recommend  several  much-need- 
ed amendments.  Instead  of  this,  it  re- 
commends a  few  comparatively  worthless 
changes,  and  one  or  two  which  ought  not 
to  be  accepted.  One  of  these — the  reten- 
tion o(  export  duties— is  excused  by  a  con- 
fession of  inability  to  impose  a  tax  on  land. 
The  question  of  currency  is  complicated 
still  further  by  permitting  congress  to  "legis- 
late" on  bank  issues,  but  not  to  create  then]. 
Under  another  provision  of  the  project,  the 
right  to  create  banks  of  issue  will  then  revert 
to  the  states.  The  provision  to  fill  a  pre- 
sidential vacancy  by  election  is  a  gross 
blunder,  for  the  primary  object  in  selecting 
a  vice-president  is  to  fill  such  a  vacancy  by 
succession.  The  provision  for  a  popular 
vote  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  but  it 
is  spoiled  by  restricting  such  a  vote  to  the 
states.  In  that  case  Goyaz  will  be  equal  to 
Minas  Geraes  in  the  final  vote  and  may  he 
able  to  defeat  the  choice  of  an  absolute 
majority  of  the  whole  nation.  The  con- 
cession of  public  kinds  to  the  states  is  also 
a  mistake,  for  it  will  eventually  lead  lo 
greater  confusion  in  the  location  of  im- 
migrants than  already  exists.  It  is  said 
that  all  of  the  proposed  amendments  re- 
jected by  the  committee,  will  be  brought 
up  in  trie  Constituinte,  in  which  case  we 
trus,  that  those  proposed  by  Senator  Saraiva 
will  receive  a  favorable  consideration.  Other 
amendments  should  also  be  adopted  provid- 
ing for  a  greater  degree  of  decentralization, 
for  unless  this  is  done  Brazil  will  soon  have 
a  "war  of  secession"  to  contend  with.  Parti 
and  Rio  Grande  will  not  submit  to  so  great 
a  centralization  of  power  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.

Ajhong  the  complaints  recently  published 
by  the  cart  men  of  this  city  there  is  one 
which  merits  the  fullest  measure  of  support 
on  the  part  of  the  public.  They  complain 
of  the  common  practice  of  overloading, 
even  to  the  extent  of  breaking  certain  mun- 
icipal regulations  to  that  eifecl.  We  must 
confess  lo  a  feeling  of  decided  surprise  to 
find  that  the  cartmen  themselves  are  the 
fitst  ones  to  complain  of  this  shameful 
abuse,  for  their  cruel  treatment  of  their 
animals  led  us  to  believe  them  wholly  in- 
sensible to  the  fact  that  overloading  ought 
not  lo  be  permitted  to  such  an  extent  in  a 
city  like  Rio  de  Janeiro.  The  mote  humane 
instincts  of  modern  civilization  are  leading 
to  restrictions  on  the  cruelties  so  commonly 
practised  on  horses  and  mules,  and  in  some 
parts  of  the  world  an  excessive  load  would 
involve  a  prompt  fine.  Here,  however,  the 
narrow  streets  and  climate  make  heavy 
tnllic  all  the  more  difficult,  and  inflexible 
regulations  against  overloading  and  brutal 
tteatment  ought  to  be  generally  enforced. 
"he  immunities  enjoyed  by  the  cartmen  in 
iii.s  respect  and  the  absolute  insensibility 
jlnd  indifference  displayed  by  that  monstrous 
farce  of  a  '  'society  for  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  animals"  which  was  organized  here 
a  few  years  since,  led  us  to  believe  it  a 
hopeless  task  to  arouse  any  sympathy  what- 
ever for  a  remedy  against  these  abuses. 
Now  that  the  cartmen  themselves  are  con- 
scious  of  the  evil,  we  trust  the  city  author- 
ities and  the  public  in  general  will' take  the 
matter  up  and  put  a  stop  to  the  abuse.  In 
our  office,  .which  is  situated  in  a  neighbor- 
hood where  there  is  much  heavy  traffic,  we 
are  compelled  to  listen  to  the  swish  and 
thud  of  heavy  whip-lashes  all  day  long.  It 
is  sometimes  almost  impossible  lo  avoid 
giving  these  brutal  learnslers  a  taste  of  their 


We  have  already  had  occasion  to  criticise 
the  operations  of  the  new  civil  marriage 
law  on  account  of  its  complications  and  the 
obstructions  it  places  in  the  way  of  mar- 
riage. As  these  difficulties  in  the  celebra- 
tion of  marriage  were  among  the  most  op- 
pressive abusesof  the  old  regime,and  sources 
of  incalculable  harm  to  the  country,  it  was 
reasonably  hoped  that  the  provisions  for 
civil  marriage  would  all  tend  to  simplify  and 
abolish  all  these  restrictive  requirements. 
After  some  seven  or  eight  months  of  prac- 
tical experience,  however,  it  must  be  said 
that  the  state  of  affairs  affecting  marriage  is 
worse  than  ever.  The  church  still  holds  an 
unassailable  position  in  its  control  over  its 
communicants,  for  they  are  still  obliged  to 
have  the  religious  ceremony  performed  and 
submit  to  all  the  conditions  heretofore  im- 
posed, while  in  addition  to  this  the  civil 
authority  imposes  conditions  and  expenses 
as  burdensome  as  they  are  unnecessary. 
The  inevitable  result  will  be,  as  every 
thoughtful  observer  must  admit,  that  mar- 
riage will  very  soon  be  the  exception,  and 
that  illegitimacy  will  continue  to  be  the 
burden  and  disgrace  of  the  country.  *Ye 
have  had  occasion  recently  to  listen  to  more 
than  a  few  cases  of  the  obstacles  raised  to 
marriage  on  the  part  of  the  civil  authorities, 
and  in  every  one  Of  them  the  affidavits,  wit- 
nesses (sometimes  unavoidably  false  ones) 
ami  fees  have  been  enough  to  make  one 
wonder  why  the  state  does  not  prohibit 
marriage  altogether,  One  instance  in  point 
may  be  cited.  A  poor  man,  a  servant,  is 
living  with  a  woman,  but  the  two  wish  10 
marry.  The  man  is  a  foreigner  and  a  wid- 
ower, lie  is  required  lo  produce  certifi- 
cates of  the  death  of  his  first  wile,  of  bis 
birth,  and  of  the  non-existence  of  any  pro- 
hibited blood  relationship  between  them. 
The  expenses  of  all  this  were  estimated  at 
35$,  and  as  the  poor  fellow  could  not  ar- 
range that  amount,  nor  a  certificate  of 
his  birth,  he  will  continue  as  before, 
This  is  but  one  case  among  the  many. 
In  one  instance  an  official  refused  to 
accept  a  mother's    declaration  of  the  age 
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of  a  daughter,  and  then  accepted  the  affida- 
vit of  a  man  who  knew  nothing  about  i*» 
If  then  we  take  into  consideration  alt  the 
delays,  formalities  and  petty  vexations,  we 
find  that  the  reformers  have  given  us  a  law 
even  worse  than  the  one  supplanted,  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  illegitimacy  in  Brazil 
already  absorbs  fully  one-half  o(  the  births, 
it  would  seem  that  the  true  policy  is  to 
make  marriage  easy  and  discourage  vice  and 
illegal  unions,  rather  than  enforce  laws 
which  operate  to  the  contrary  effect. 


The  recent  fusion  of  the  Banco  Naciunal 
with  the  Banco  dos  Estados  Unidos, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  minister  of 
finance,  is  an  act  whose  importance  can 
not  be  overestimated.  Marking  a  radical 
change  of  policy  on  the  part  of  the  minister 
of  finance,  and  annulling  or  modifying  so 
large  a  number  of  important  concessions,  it 
can  not  fail  to  profoundly  influence  affairs 
for  some  time  to  come.  In  view  of  the 
significance  and  importance  of  these  changes, 
we  can  not  help  regretting  thai  the  minister 
does  not  restrict  his  "apology"  to  a  concise 
and  explicit  statement  of  facts  and  motives 
so  that  we  can  reproduce  them  in  these 
columns.  The  extreme  length  of  his  ex- 
positions, their  pedantic  display  of  ex- 
cerpts from  various  writers,  and  their  astute 
handling  of  quibbles  and  assumptions,  ren- 
der reproduction  impossible  and  condensa- 
tion most  difficult.  As  the  complete  change 
of  policy  in  regard  to  banking —from  a 
decentralized  or  national,  to  a  centralized  or 
imperial  system — has  been  adopted,  it  is 
desirable  that  Sr.  Barbosa  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  present  his  own  reasons. 
After  the  several  experiments  tried,  he  has 
apparently  concluded  that  an  issue  of  cur- 
rency against  gold  deposits,  in  the  relation 
o(  three  to  one,  is  the  best,  and  this  is  the 
basis  on  which  the  Banco  da  Republics  is 
created.  And  he  is  also  convinced,  appar- 
ently, that  the  country  requires  a  very  large 
banking  institution,  which  is  met  by  fixing 
the  capital  at  200,000,000$  (say  /2o,ooo,- 
000),  and  that  a  very  large  volume  of  cur- 
rency is  necessary  for  its  development.  In 
his  explanation  of  the  issue  granted  to  this 
institution,  there  is  evidence  either  of  an 
imperfect  understanding  of  the  measure  on 
his  own  part,  or  else  the  language  employed 
is  not  clear  and  explicit.  The  new  bank  is 
granted  the  right  of  issuing  currency  up  to 
three  times  its  capital,  or  up  to  600,000,- 
000$  (Art.  3),  plus  the  amount  of  national 
currency,  or  treasury  notes,  withdrawn  (Art. 
6)  which  will  be  two-thirds  the  present  out- 
standing total  of  171,000,000$.  As  we  read 
the  decree,  therefore,  its  authorized  issue  is 
714,000,000$.  In  regard  to  the  total  circu- 
lation of  the  country,  the  act  leaves  much 
to  the  contingency  of  further  absorptions. 
The  present  authorized  issue  against  afw/kes 
is  stated  by  the  minister  to  be  :—

The  minister  omits  to  tabulate  the  con- 
cessions for  issue  against  gold,  which 
amounts  to  a  large  total  outside  of  the  two 
banks  united  to  form  the  Banco  da  Repub- 
lic*, For  instance,  the  Banco  do  Brazil  is 
authorized  to  issue  50,000.000$  against  half 
that  amount  in  gold  ;  the  Banco  da  Bahia 
10,000,000$ — which  he  ignores  altogether— 
and  other  issue  banks  enjoy  optional  priv- 
ileges. In  his  further  tables  he  becomes 
confused  in  taking  the  balance  yet  to  be 
issued  by  the  new  bank—after  deducting 
the  existing  issues  of  the  two  original  insti- 
tutions and  the  redeemed  national  cur- 
rency—as a  total  issue.  According  to  the 
minister's  figures  the  Banco  da  Republics 
will  have  the  right  to  issue  329,000,000$ 
beyond  what  it  has  now  in  circulation  and 
is  to  employ  in  the  redemption  ol  govern- 
ment currency.  This  amount  he  adds  to 
the  authorized  issues  of  the  other  banks  (ex- 
cepting the  Banco  da  Bahia)  as  follows  : —

Just  what  this  total  represents  we  fail   to 
understand,  for  it  corresponds  to  no  aggre- 
gate of  currency  concessions  that  have  thus 
far  been  published.

clear,  will  the  minister  explain  :  What  is 
the  maximum  issue  of  the  new  bank? 
Will  it  be  permitted  to  issue  beyond  6oo,- 
000,0008  for  the  redemption  of  government 
notes?  What  will  be  the  total  issue  if  all 
the  other  banks  retain  and  use  their  present 
concessions?  Our  computation  makes  it 
910,000,000$.  Supposing  all  the  banks  to 
have  issued  up  to  their  maximum,  what 
would  then  result  from  the  absorption  of  a 
bank  of  issue  by  the  Banco  da  Republica— 
would  the  issue  be  called  in,  or  the  latter 
be  permitted  to  exceed  its  present  max- 
imum ? 


THE  CONS  TI 7  VI  ION. 

The  report  of  the  majority  of  ttie  committee  or 

21  appointed  to  examine  the  Constitution  as  decreet! 

is  published  in  the  Duma  Official  on  the  lotli  inst. 

The  report  specifies  the  following  amendments 
as  adopted : 

The  export  duties  are  to  be  still  levied  ami  will 
pertain  to  (he  states,  which  will  also  receive  lo  per 
cent,  of  the  import  duties  collected  by  the  general 
government  within  their  boundaries,  upon  foreign 
merchandise  destined  to  consumption  there. 

The  prerogative  of  Congress  will  be  restricted  to 
"legislating  as  to  banks  of  issue,"  but  will  not  ex- 
tend to  then  creation. 

The  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  the  Presi- 
dent will  be  tilled  by  an  election,  if  this  vacancy 
occurs  within  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  presiden- 
tial term. 

The  ['resident  and  Vice-President  will  be  elected 
by  popular  vote;  each  state  ami  the  federal  district 
will  elect  candidates,  and  each  state,  and  Hie  dis- 
trict, will  count  as  one  vote  in  the  final  count. 

A  court  o|  audit  {tribunal  de  cotttas)  and  a 
supreme  military  tribunal  are  provided  for. 

Public  lands,  within  their  boundaries,  will  per- 
tain to  the  various  states. 

the  clause  prescribing  that  the  civil  ceremony 
must  precede  the  religious  is  to  be  substituted  by 
one  which  preset ibes  that  civil  marriage  only  will 
be  recognized  by  the  laws  ol  the  republic. 

Banishment  and  capital  punishment  are  abolished, 
save  so  far  as  military  law  concerns  the  latter. 

The  majority  requisite  for  securing  changes  in 
the  Constitution,  under  Art.  5,  §  2,  is  changed 
from  three-fourths  to  two-thirds. 

Only  four  members  of  the  committee  signed  the 
report  without  restrictions  and  two  reports  "in 
separr.le"  were  made  ;  one  signed  by  5,  the  other 
by  one  of  the  members  ol  the  committee.  The 
first  of  these  reports  is  a  divergence  on  the  organi- 
zation ol  the  judiciary,  the  latter  was  upon  a 
greater  decentralization  than  Sr.  Julio  Castillios, 
the  signer,  considered  was  provided  for. 


BANKS  OF  ISSUE. 
Decree  No.  1,154  of  December  7th,  1890. 

Marshal  Manoel  Deodoro  da  Konseca,  chief  of 
the  provisional  government  constituted  by  the  army 
and  navy,  in  the  name  of  the  nation  : 

Considering  what  was  required  of  him  by  the 
Uanco  dos  Estados  Unidos  do  Brazil  and  I  he  Banco

Ait  /.—The  Uanco  dos  Estados  Unidos  do  Bra- 
zil and  the  banco  N'ncionnl  do  Brazil  are  authorized

— The  Banco  da  Republica  dos  Estados 
Unidos  do  Brazil  will  have,  during  the  lime  of  its 
existence,  the  right  ot  issuing  notes  to  bearer,  and 
at  sight,  with  circulation  throughout  the  territory  of 
the  republic  in  the  proportion  of  three  times  the 
dcpo-.it  in  gold,  which  deposit  may  amount  to  a 
sum  equal  to  the  capital  of  the  establishment,  de- 
posited in  the  national   Treasury,

In  this  disposition  is  not  comprehended  the  :ssue 
conceded  to  popular  credit  (credit,)  peputat J,  the 
which  by  its  peculiar  destination  and  through  the 
nature  o(  its  purposes,  should  be  gradual  and  slow. 

&  l— The  banks  which  do  not  satisfy  the  pre- 
ceding clause  will  lose  the  right  of  issue,  this  be- 
coming in  co  mora  ted  with  all  corresponding  rrivi- 
leges  with  the  Banco  da  Republica  dos  Estuios 
Unidos  do  Brazil. 

ij  2—  These  establishments  may  cede  and  tnns- 
fer  to  (his  latter  all  their  rights  and  privileges  of 
issue.

Art.  <?.—  The  Banco  da  Republica  dos  Estados 
Unidos  do  brazil  will  be  the  financial  agent  of  the 
slate,  within  and  without  the  country,  upon  con- 
dttion-'  which  by  agreement  with  it,  the  govern- 
ment shall  stipulate.

— The  decree  ol  the  provisional  govern- 
ment under  No.  255  of  March  loin,  1S90,  regard- 
ing the  redemption  of  paper  money,  is  revoked, 
and  as  well  the  contract  celebrated  in  this  respect 
between  the  government  and  the  banco  N'acional 
do  Brazil  is  cancelled. 

Art.  14- — Contrary  dispositions  are  revoked.

—The  Buenos  Ay  res  Standard  soys  that  for 
every  person  now  immigrating  to  the  Argentine 
Republic  two  are  leaving  it,  It  attributes  this  to 
general  impoverish  ment  and  to  the  excessive  cost 
oi  living  caused  by  a  barbarous  system  of  burden- 
some taxation. 

—The  Argentine  legations  in  Austria,  Portugal, 
Belgium  and  Switzerland  will  be  suppressed;  those 
of  Bolivia  and  Paraguay  will  be  reduced  to  the 
second  class.  The  first  class  legations  will  be  in 
France,  England,  Germany,  Spain,  Italy,  United 
States,  brazil,  Chile,  Peril  and  Uruguay.  The 
second  secretaries  will  be  suppressed.— Montevideo 
Times. 

—  According  to  our  Platine  exchanges  our  re- 
pentant Argentine  neighbors  are  proposing  to 
initiate  their  economies  by  increasing  the  army  to 
150,000  men,  comprising  six  divisions  of  two 
brigades  each.  The  new  army  will  require  S  lieu- 
tenant-generals, 25  major-generals  and  50  brig- 
adier-generals. It  makes  Uncle  Sam  look  mighty 
small  with  his  one  lieu  tenant -gene  tab 

— The  Montevideo  Times  of  the  2nd  inst.  says 
that  the  congressional  election  held  throughout 
Uruguay  on  the  30th  ult.  was  "an  utter  and  ab- 
solute farce,''  not  five  per  cent  of  the  registered 
voters  appearing  to  cast  their  votes.  Feeling  cer- 
tain that  fraud  would  be  employed  to  carry  the 
elections  to  suit  the  government,  the  people  pre- 
ferred to  keep  away  from  the  polls.  This  is  an 
example  of  South  American  republicanism  which 
General  Bocayuva  may  not  care  to  contemplate. 


Legislative  Notes 


December  6,—  The  Jornal  do  Commercio  an- 
nounces that  the  special  commission  to  revise  the 
Constitution  hud  concluded  its  labors.  A  com- 
millet  oi  three  had  been  appointed  to  organize  the 
organic  law  of  the  republic  as  was  decided  and  a 
curious  feature  of  the  termination  of  the  grand;; 
committee's  labors  was  a  dinner  at  a  noted  rei* 
taurnnt  here, 

December  to.— The  Diario  Official  publishes  the 
report  of  the  committee  on  the  Constitution  and  a 
session  of  Congress  is  called  for  to-morrow, 

December  //.  —Congress  met.  The  reading  of 
the  Constitution,  as  amended  by  the  committee, 
was  dispensed  with,  as  it  had  been  printed  and 
distributed.  A  motion  was  presented  by  Sr,  Zama, 
signed  also  by  Admiral  Custodio  de  Mello  and  two 
other  Congressmen,  asking  punishment  for  the 
assailants  of  the  Iribtma  office.  A  question  o( 
order— and  some  disorder— resulted  and  the  motion 
was  thrown  out. 

December  rj.~ The  reply  ol  Gen.  Deodoro  to  the 
committee  sent  to  present  the  address  to  him  was 
reported.  We  have  already  published  its  subs- 
tance. Sr.  Tavares  Basics,  who  was  much  inter- 
rupted, presented  a  motion  censuring  the  minister 
'if  justice  for  decreeing  the  penal  code  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution.  Sr.  Costa  Machado 
presented  an  indication  changing  the  working  hours 
of  Congress  from  4  to  6  per  diem  and  for  sessions 
on  Sundays;  he  said  he  was  afraid  yellow  fever 
might  appear  before  the  labors  of  the  assembly 
were -concluded.  The  discussion  of  the  Constitu- 
tion was  commenced  and  Sr.  Amaro  Cavalcanti 
explained  the  figures— ail  more  or  less  hypothe- 
tical—used by  the  committee  to  divide  genera!  and 
state  revenue,  lie  made  out  a  deficit  of  5,000,000$ 
for  the  Treasury.  Two  other  speakers  advocated 
the  icmoval  of  the  capital  ol  the  republic  from  Rio.

—It  is  stated  that  on  the  plantations  in  S.  Paulo 
160,000  immigrants  are  employed. 

—The  Bahia  papers  have  also  protested  against 
military  aggression  on  the  liberty  of  the  press. 

_  —Santa  Anna  Gomes,  brother  ol  the  maestro 
Carlos  Gomes,  was  married  in  Campinas  on  the 
4th  inst. 

—It  is  said  that  the  sale  of  three  plantations 
near  Faxina,  S.  Paulo,  has  been  negotiated  for  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  contos. 

— Italiba,  S.  Paulo,  is  to  have  a  municipal  police 
force  to  be  maintained  with  the  revenue  derived 
from  a  poll. tax, p-    *. 

^  —A  company  is  to  be  organized  in  Pelntas,  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul,  for  working  a  kaolin  mine  and 
establishing  a  porcelain  factory. 

—On  the  Slli  the  rumor  was  current  that  Sr. 
Paulino  de  Souza  would  present  a  ticket  of  con- 
servative republicans  at  the  coming  slate  elections 
in  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

—The  constitution  of  Sergipe  was  published  by 
decree  in  the  usual  manner  on  the  24th  ult.  The 
elections  for  the  first  assembly  will  be  held  14th 
February   and  the  assembly  will  meet  2nd  April. 

—A  fire  in  Campinas  on  the  6th  caused  damages 
to  the  amount  of  9.500$.  This  loss  fell  principally 
on  the  book  store  of  A.  Genoud  which  was  dam- 
aged lo  the  extent  of  S,ooo$. 

—Another  attempt  at  establishing  tramlines  in 
Petropolis  is  reported.  As  trams  are  perfectly 
useless  in  that  city,  the  organizers  ol  the  scheme 
must  be  very  sanguine  persons. 

—A  telegram  from  Campinas,  S.  Paulo,  announ- 
ces the  arrest  of  a  well-known  thief,  13  years  old. 
S.  Paulo  is  really  a  country  of  wonders.  Even 
thieves  are  precocious  on   the  terra  roxa. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  intendencia  granted  a  privilege 
on  the  3rd  for  a  viaduct  from  Largo  S.  Hen  to  lo 
Largo  Santa  Iphigenia,  with  a  tram  line  from  the 
lormer  place  to  the  Campos  Elyseos  and  thence  to 
Barra  Fonda  and  Baruery. 

—The  revised  tariff  is  causing  considerable  dis- 
content in  Para.  The  people  there  object  to  pay- 
ing high  prices  for  goods  in  order  to  enrich  a  few 
manufacturers  in  this  city  and  the  surrounding 
country, 

—The  Para  press  has  been  discussing  the  ques- 
tion of  separation.  The  general  opinion  seems  to 
be  that  separation  will  be  unavoidable  unless  a  full 
measure  of  self-government  be  granted  to  the 
states. 

— The  Estado  de  S.  Paulo  received  a  telegram 
from  this  city,  dated  the  loth  inst.,  staling  that 
Severiano  Rodrigues  Hermes  da  Fonseca  had  been 
dismissed  for  cause  from  the  office  of  private  secre- 
tary of  the  minister  of  public  instruction. 

—It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  good  people  of 
Petropolis  have  recovered  a  part  of  their  common 
sense.  Moreno  Square  will  be  hereafter  known  as 
"Praca  Marianno  Procopio."  And  San  Martin 
Avenue  returns  to  its  old  name  of  Monte  Caseros. 

— -Mococa  has  again  come  to  the  front.  This 
time  that  irrepressible  little  town  is  attracting  atten- 
tion by  an  attack  made  on  railway  employes  at  that 
place  by  a  party  of  roughs  in  consequence  of  a 
man  s  having  been  put  out  of  the  cars  for  not  hav- 
ing a  ticket. 

~A  Manaos,  Amazonas,  journal  makes  an  ur- 
gent appeal  to  the  government  lo  organize  the 
process  of  purchasing  public  lands.  The  robber- 
extractors  are  ruining  the  forests,  but  if  they  conld 
secure  land  it  is  supposed  they  would  re-plant  the 
rubber  trees,  which  become  exhausted.

—"About  80,000  bags,' 
Santo  "have  changed  hands  dun 
these  transfer*  consisting  principally  ol  re-sal. 
among  local  speculators.  Fluctuations  in  exchange 
continue  to  interfere  with  business,  ihe  changes  in 
the  value  of  the  currency  being  so  rapid  as  to  ren- 
der it  extremely  difficult  lor  exporters  to  adjust 
prices  in  such  a  manner  as  to  Veep  wiihiu  Lite 
limits  fixed  for  them  in  fhe  execution  of  orders  re- 
ceived from  foreign  markets.  Exchange  having 
risen  to-day,  purchasers  are  generally  declining  to 
pay  the  prices  ruling  yesterday,  and  consequently, 
as  holders  are  firm,  no  sales  are  reported." 

—The  delegates  ol  the  coffee  factors  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  nominated  to  form  an  estimate  of  the 
coffee  crops  shipped  from  this  market  have  pre- 
sented their  views  as  regards  the  crop  of  1891.92. 
"The  flowering  proper  (do  tempo)  was  extraordinary 
throughout  the  districts,  which  presaged  a  crop 
also  very  abundant;  but  general  and  continued  rains 
fallen  in  the  interior  have  caused  a  considerable 
reduction  upon  this  perspective.  On  another  side, 
taking  into  consideration  the  circumstance  of  the 
disorganization  of  labor  which  still  exists  in  these 
districts,  that  a  third  part  of  the  old  plantations, 
according  to  the  general  estimate,  is  almost  lost 
and  that  therefore  the  blossom  could  only  set  in  the 
majority  of  the  new  orchards.it  is  considered  that  the 
perspective  of  the  future  crop  may  be  estimated  at 
4  500,000  bags,  a  quantity  subject  to  alteration  in 
the  course  of  time  up  to  February,  at  which  date 
this  delegation  will  definitely  furnish  Us  opinion. 
Availing  of  the  occasion,  the  delegation  calls  the 
attention  of  the  coffee  trade  to  the  estimate  it  gave 
on  February  27th  as  lo  the  present  crop,  which  it 
declared  could  not  exceeded  2,500,000  bags,  where- 
as  the  Jornaldo  Commmio  cm  March  19th  assert- 
ed— "without  fear  of  constestation"— it  would  be 
3,500,000  bags.  December  12th,  1890."— 0  Paiz, 
Dec.  14th. 


—Last  month  16,4,59  immigrants  were  received 
at  this  port. 

—A  telegram  received  here  on  the  13th  announ- 
ces the  death  of  Mr.  George  Stevens,  British  consul 
at  Bahia. 

—In  the  new  regulations  for  the  diplomatic 
corps  the  office  of  minister  resident  and  thai  ol 
attache  ^tt  abolished. 

—The  time  fixed  for  reentering  the  grants  of 
exemption  from  custom  duties  has  been  extended 
to  the  31st  inst. 

— -Sr.  Barcetlos,  Ihe  Brazilian  minister  at  Monte- 
video, and  a  senator,  has  been  granted  a  patent 
for  preserving  meats  and  fish. 

—An  American  exchange  says  coffee  is  an  excel- 
lent disinfectant.  It  ought  to  be  at  present  prices, 
when  people  can  hardly  bay  it  to  drink. 

—  It  is  perfectly  disgusting  to  see  a  member  of 
congress  from  Matto  Grosw  and  a  hall-pay  army 
officer  flinging  mud  at  each  other  in  the  press. 

—A  civilian  was  arrested  on  the  5th,  who,  in 
company  with  several  soldiers,  was  insulting peuple 
on  the  street.  Why  the  soldiers  were  not  arrested 
needs  explanation. 

—We  propose  that  ihe  next  strike  shall  be  mide 
by  the  passengers  on  the  street  cars.  Something 
should  be  done  to  induce  the  companies  to  put 
more  cars  on  the  lines. 

—A  trunk  factory  here  induced  our  simple- 
minded  colleagues  to  stale  that  it  sold  its  wares  20 
per  cent,  cheaper  than  foreign  goods.  Protiahly 
duties  on  trunks  arc  60  per  cent. 

—  We  hope  that  the  director  of  the  Mint  is  tow 
satisfied.  The  worm  has  at  last  turned,  and  the 
long-suffering  public  has  rushed  to  ihe  press  to 
complain   of  the    detestable   stamps  made    tlcre. 

— Capt.  Hayes,  of  the  house  of  Norton,  Megaw 
*  (>.,  says  the  custom-house  is  not  to  blame  for 
the  delay  in  discharging  steamers,  fie  attributes 
tht;  delay  lo  (be  failure  of  consignees  to  remove 
their  goods  promptly. 

—And  now  two  medical  students  are  lo  go  to 
Berlin  for  6  months  to  study  Dr.  Koch's  discovery. 
If  medical  men  don't  quit  making  discoveries,  the 
government  will  soon  have  to  revise  the  customs' 
tariff  acain. 


Railroad    Notes 


—Telegrams  received  here  on  the  8th  annoi 
ed  that   work   on    the   Ceara-mirim    railway,    Rio 
Grande  do  Norte,  had  been  inaugurated. 

—An  Anonymous  writer  in  the  Jotnnl  Jo  Com 
mtrciwon  the  9th  slates  that  it  costs  3$l6o  to  send 
a  cade  of  kerosene  from  Paranagua  to  Cunlyba, 
Parana,  by  rail.  This  is  perfectly  outrageous,  and 
the  government  should  ask  (or  information. 

—The  Rio  Claro,  S.  Paulo,  Railway  Co.  has 
protested  against  charters  recently  granted  by  the 
municipal  councils  of  Jahti  and  Dous  Corregos  for 
the  building  of  tramways.  It  considers  these 
grants  an  infringement  ol  the  terms,  of  its  own 
charter. 

—On  the  9U1  the  Sapucahy  railway  called  for 
tenders  for  the  building,  equipment,  rolling  stock, 
-etc.,  of  lis  Botafogo  mid  Angra  dos  Rets  branch. 
The  company  places  almost  as  many  conditions  in 
the  way  of  .contractors  as  does  the  government 
under  similar  circumstances . 


—In  a  telegram  to  the  naval  department  the 
commander  of  the  Brazilian  squadron  in  Ihe 
United  States  says  that  at  Washington  he  has  been 
loaded  with  honors  and  distinctions  such  as  have 
never  before  been  bestowed  upon  any  one. 

—The  solemn  Jorital  furnishes  a  simple  manner 
of  finding  the  points  of  the  compass  on  the  9th.  A 
very  simple  manner  of  taking  the  latitude  is  to 
look  at  the  sun  through  a  bottle  ;  an  empty  one 
should  not  be  used. 

—On  the  8th  ihe  gentle  dynamite  bomb— almost 
as  guileless  as  the  tram-driver— secured  two  vic- 
tims. A  little  boy  at  Niclheroy,  and  another  at 
Engenho  de  Dentro,  in  the  suburbs,  will,  if  they 
live,  pick  up  no  more  unexploded  rockets. 

— That  story  about  a  broker  falling  dead  at  a 
New  York  bolsa,  published  in  the  Jorttal  on  the 
9th,  had  not  the  slightest  effect  on  the  brokers  in 
Rio.  They  fairly  made  things  spin  on  the  same 
day.    '\'hc  J 01  nal' s  warning  was  in  vain. 

—A  man  in  Ouro  Preto,  Minas,  has  published 
an  alphabetical  index  to  the  laws  (sic)  ol  the  re- 
public. If  il  were  a  digest,  and  a  moderately  good 
one,  of  the  decrees  ol  the  republican  provisional 
government,  we  would  at  once  order  a  quantity. 

—Visitors  to  the  Botanical  Garden  here  will  re- 
ceive gratuitous  instruction  as  to  whom  were  the 
directors  of  the  establishment  since  1819,  together 
with  the  lime  they  served.  The  present  director 
has  decorated  (?)  the  alleys   with    the  information. 

— On  the  91I1  the  Oiatio  de  Noiicias  says  0  Paiz 
published  the  wrong  constitution  of  the  state  of 
Ceara.  We  have  so  many  constitutions  and  so 
many  different  kinds  ol  money,  and  so  much  of 
everything,  that  the  confusion  of  0  Paiz  is  excus- 
able. 

— According  to  a  local  colleague,  the  silver  orna- 
ments of  the  church  at  Santa  Cruz,  which  the 
Jesuits  valued  at  1,000,000$,  are  not  worth  in  the 
market  over  20,000$.  Some  companies  in  Rio 
will  probably  not  "pan  out"  much  better,  if  liqui- 
dation becomes  necessary." 

— Il  is  reported  lhat  200,000$  have  been  raised 
to  celebrate  ihe  arrival  of  Visconde  de  Ouro  Preto 
on  his  return  from  banishment.  In  our  opinion  it 
will  not  be  very  long  before  the  Visconde  will  be 
directing  'he  nation's  finances  and  be  a  candidate 
again  for  lhat  bronze  statue. 

—It  certainly  is  a  prelty  state  of  affairs  when  a 
local  journal  advocates  the  dismissal  of  government 
employes  from  newspaper  offices.  The  Rio  press  for 
years  has  been  run  by  these  men,  and  the  unanimity 
with  which  government  measures  were  endorsed 
was  well  known  to  proceed  from  this. 


— The  go»«aawol  fc«  aseapttd  t&*  proposal  a*

—On  the  tjth  the  Duum  OJki<tt  gave  the  nom- 
ber,  966  A,  ot  the  decree  creating  the  Tribunal  of 
Accounts.  Gen.  Barboaa's  boys  shoald  keep  a 
memorandum  book  and  keep  it  better  posted;  U  is 
absurd  to  tell  a  mart  the  namber  of  a  decree  six 
days  after  it  is  law, 

—Such  good  care  has  been  taken  of  the  silver- 
ware on  the  emperor's  plantation  of  Santa  Cruz, 
that,  although  it  was  valued  at  i,00Q,oo0$  in  the 
old  Jesuit  inventory,  it  will  now,  it  is  estimated, 
bring  only  20,000$.  It  would  take  a  very  strong 
silver  bill  to  make  good  the  difference. 

—Several  applications  having  been  made  to  the 
minister  of  agriculture  for  an  exclusive  privilege 
for  the  refining  ol  oils,  he  has  refased  to  make  the 
grant  solicited,  founding  his  decision  on  hi*  respect 
for  individual  liberty.  Thejmml do  Ccmmtnio 
aptly  remarks  that  it  would  be  well  to  apply  the 
principle  to  all  case*  of  a  similar  nature. 

— In  a  letter  to  the  Dtaria  Pepmfat,  ol  S.  Paulo, 
Dr.  Amtides  Lobo  makes  the  following  statement : 
The  letter  threatening  the  Demociaeia  having  been 
shown  lo  an  officer  of  Gen.  Deodoro's  household, 
this  officer  remarked  :  "What  yon  had  better  do  is 
to  suspend  Ihe  publication  of  your  paper.  Deo- 
doro's friends  will  not  hesitate  at  anything!  " 

—It  is  said  that  the  Hydraulics  company  has 
been  authorized  by  the  government  to  proceed, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  port  inspector,  to  the 
execution  of  the  contract  transferred  to  il  byConde 
lie  Figueuedo.  The  Gastta  announces  this  morn- 
ing that  the  percentages  allowed  on  imports  and 
exports  have  been  substituted  by  a  6%  guarantee. 

—A  surprise  greater  than  any  Gen.  Barbosa  has 
given  us  is  rumored.  The  banished  Alfonso  is  to 
lie  president  of  ihe  Banco  da  Republics  dos  Rstados 
Unidos  do  Brazil!  The  man  that  slarted  this 
ought  to  patent  his  inventive  capacity.  An- 
other rumor  says  that  Conde  de  Figueiredo  will  go 
to  London  with  a  salary  of /, 0,000,  and  Sr.  May- 
rink  lo  Paris  with  a  similar  remuneration — l>oth  to 
look  alter  Ihe  bank's  foreign  interests. 

—At  lo  o'clock,  on  ihe  night  of  the  7th  inst.,  as 
a  lady  was  going  to  her  house  on  the  Rua  de  San- 
tos Rodrigues,  she  was  attacked  by  a  soldier  who 
demanded  her  money.  On  her  refusing  the  soldier 
drew  a  knife,  lint  was  prevented  from  doing  any 
mischief  by  a  resident  of  the  street.  She  then  went 
to  the  quartel  ol  the  mounted  police  to  procure  the 
man's  arrest,  but  was  informed  that  nothing  could 
be  done,  as  the  police  had  peremptory  orders  not 
to  inleifere  in  mailers  where  men  of  the  army  and 
navy  are  involved.  This  is  disgraceful  enough  lor 
a  country  like  Turkey,  but  for  a  republic — what 
can  we  say  ? 

— The  manager  of  the  S.  Jose"  factory  advises  us 
lhat  the  item  appearing  in  our  last  issue  in  regard 
lo  the  shooting  ol  a  man  by  a  private  policeman, 
Ihe  circumstantial  account  of  which  we  look  from 
the  Pais  of  the  6lh  inst.,  is  not  true.  Fro-n  his 
account  of  the  incident  the  shooting  was  accidental, 
to  which  the  injured  party  testifies.  The  manager 
further  states  lhat  the  whole  story  was  untrue,  as 
ihe  factory  employs  no  policemen,  no  oie  was 
ordered  to  hall,  and  no  one  was  shot  for  refusing 
lo  obey  such  an  order.  The  party  accused  was  a 
night  watchman,  and  the  pistol  was  discharged 
accidentally  when  taking  it  from  his  pocket  to  show 
the  injured  man.  We,  of  course,  could  not  know 
these  features  of  ihe  case,  and  accepted  the  Paiz 
report  as  true,  as  il  appeared  to  come    from    police 
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— On  Octnber  aoth  we  prophesied  lhat  th«  penal 
cede  promulgated  on  the  I  tut  of  lhat  month  would 
he  modified.     And  it  haa  been. 

—Complaints  have  been  made  to  the  daily  press 
of  dehtys  eaased  hy  the  enstom  house  in  the  dis- 
charging of  the  steamers  Cottrotdia,  thUtAn^  Pant' 
tiagmi  and  TtmU 

—The  pay  of  Brazilian  envoys  extraordinary  and 
ministers  plenipotentiary  of  the  first  class  has  been 

fixed  at  6,000$  per  annum.     When  on  dnty  they 
are  allowed  14,000$  per  annum  for  expense*. 

—The  RtpuMu.ii  of  Cwnprw,  says  that  according 
to  private  letters  received  in  that  city  the  attack 
on  the  office  of  the  T'ifctn*  was  made  by  oldiers 
of  the  toth  btttaltion  of  infantry,  led  by  CoL  Pira- 
gibe  in  person. 

—The  board  of  health  president  having  discov- 
ered that  'wo  chembls  here  sold  the  laudanum 
with  which  the  young  government  clerk,  to  whose 
saicide  we  referred  in  our  last  issue,  killed  him- 
self, fined  them  $50  eac-i.  Neither  could  show  a 
prescription  for  furnishing  the  poison. 

—It  was  the  supreme  conn  ol  Brazil  that  con- 
demned the  taxpayers  of  Rio  to  pay  142,000$  to 
those  speculators  who  secured  the  privilege  of  put- 
ting up  tents  at  the  market.  Surely  the  municipality 
can  prosecute  the  viteadmtt  who  were  in  office 
when  the  scandal  occurred  ? 

—One  of  the  peculiar  feature*  of  the  reform  of 
the  national  guard  is  that  all  the  officers  appointed 
under  the  empire  are  being  retired,  and  new  men 
appointed  lo  their  places.  The  retired  men  alt  re- 
ceive a  brevet  step— a  captain  is  made  a  major,  etc. 
Plain  Sr.  Fulano  *iil  *oon  be  as  rare  as  he  is  in 
the  L'nited  States. 

— The  Italian  government  proposes  lhat  an  in- 
ternational congress  shall  l>e  held  for  the  purpose 
of  fixing  the  basis  for  regulating  the  maritime  sani- 
tary service,  with  a  view  t"  preventing  the  spread 
of  epiaeroics  of  Astatic  origin.  The  Brazilian  gov- 
ernment lias  expressed  is*  willingness  to  be  repre- 
sented 111  this  congress. 

—On  the   7th  Gen.  Deodoto   told    a   committee 

that  he  would  lie  d A  if  he  took  a   hand   in    ihe 

squabble  over  changing  the  capital  of  (he  state  of 
Minas  Geraes.  We  are  not  surprised  that  the 
general  used  strong  language.*  The  matter  has 
become  an  inexcusable  annoyance,  and  is  merely 
an  advertisement  lor  Sr.  Dr.  Deputy  Stockier. 

—At  a  meeting  of  ihe  Pari  congressmen  it  was 
resolved  that  they  would  etert  themselves  10  cause 
to  be  adopted  the  constitution  framed  by  the  gov- 
ernment, "with  alterations,  already  accepted  in 
part  by  ihe  special  committee,  with  a  view  to 
securing  (he  free  exercise  of  state  sovereignly, 
while   respecting  and  maintaining   national  sover- 

—  It  would  almost  appear  thai  a  tamandud  was 
in  that  Tijuca  railway  concession.  The  amount  of 
indignant  language  Us  discussion  has  produced  is 
very  great.  Even  the  late  technical  assistant  of 
the  minister  of  agriculture,  Sr.  Aarao  Reis,  has 
considered  il  requisite  lo  clear  bis  reputation —and 
that  means  a  very  considerable  amount  of  explana- 
tion. 


— The  Polytheama  theatre  was  ihe  scene  of  a 
very  significant  incident  on  the  night  of  the  12lh 
inst.,  in  which  the  Duke  of  Aosla  and  some  Italian 
naval  officers  were  treated  with  a  rudeness  which 
il  will  be  very  difficult  to  excuse.  These  officers 
went  to  the  theatre,  and  as  no  other  box  was  avail- 
able the  proprietor  gave  them  the  box  formally  re- 
served for  the  Emperor,  which  he  had  a  perfect 
right  to  do.  The  police  official  on  duty,  encouraged 
by  a  military  officer,  at  once  ordered  the  proprietor 
to  vacaie  the  box,  as  it  couJd  be  occupied  only  by 
the  chief  of  state.  The  visitors  were  accordingly 
turned  out  and  the  box  closed.  Aside  from  ihe 
quesiion  of  retaining  a  special  box  for  the  execu- 
tive, the  act  was  so  discourteous  lhat  it  can  not  fail 
to  produce  a  very  bad  impression  on  a  nation  with 
which  Brazil  ought  to  be  especially  friendly.  In 
all  probability  the  Italian  minister  will  permit  the 
incident  to  pass  without  a  protest,  leaving  ihe 
officers  to  report  direct  to  Konie.  Me  should  have 
asked  for  explanations  at  once. 

— Some  two  or  three  years  ago  we  had  occasion 
to  no!e  the  expulsion  of  an  American  school-boy 
from  a  Irani  car  in  Sao  Paulo  for  the  sole  reason 
thai  ie  wore  a  plaited  waist  which  was  made  some- 
thing like  a  shirt  about  the  shoulders  and  aims. 
The  super-refined  conductor  thought  that  the  gar- 
men!— so  common  with  small  boys  in  the  States — 
was  indecent,  and  the  poor  boy  was  therefore 
iguoniiniously  expelled  from  the  society  of  pohle 
passengers.  We  have  now  reached  a  similar  state 
of  juper-healed  refinement  here  in  Rio,  where  the 
manager  of  the  Botanical  Garden  line  has  estab- 
lished a  rule  lhat  no  one  can  ride  in  ihe  regular 
Iram  cars  whose  neck  is  not  discreetly  covered 
with  collar  and  cravat.  What  he  would  do  with  a 
lldy  in  ball  costume,  or  the  so-called  "full  dress," 
\»e  can  not  imagine,  but  should  a  man  be  so  in- 
celicate  as  10  seek  Iransporlr.tion  without  having 
lis  neck  discreetly  covered  and  ornamented,  then 
ie  must  take  his  chance  with  Hie  bare-footed  and 
ihe  baggage.  A  few  days  since  a  Portuguese  lab- 
oring man,  cleanly  and  decently  dressed,  but  with- 
out Ihe  important  collar,  was  expelled  from  a  Bota- 
fogo tram,  and  with  him  two  women  also  decently 
dressed.  And  yet  every  day  these  cars  carry  men 
so  unclean,  untidy,  ill-mannered  and  disagreeable 
thai  It  is  a  mnrtydoin  lo  ride  with  them,  even 
though  ihey  wear  the  all-sufficient  collar! 


—The  government  maintains  its  decision  in  re- 
gard to  the  lapsing  of  the  grant  made  to  Col.  J.  J. 
Correa  de  Moraes  tor  the  navigation  of  ihe  rivers 
Tocanlins,  Araiaguaya  and  Veimelho,  and  by  him 
transferred  lo  ihe  Para  Transportation  and  Trading 
Co.  Il  declines  to  take  cognizance  of  Col.  Correa 
de  Moraes'  protest  in  the  name  of  the  company, 
but  allows  him  lo  note  his  individual  protest. 

—Decree  No.  105S  grants  a  privilege  to  the 
Banco  ds  Povo  for  building  a  city,  intended  lor  a 
seaside  resort,  at  Guaratiha  bar.  on  the  Iteach  l>e- 
tween  Morro  da  Babylonia  and  Pedra  do  Rclogio. 
For  filly  years  teal  estate  in  this  cily  will  lie  exempt 
from  taxes,  and  for  twenty  years  the  bank  may  im- 
parl building  materials  free  of  duty.  The  right  of 
expropriation  is  granted  to  the  bank.  The  city  is 
to  be  called  Sarapolis. 

— On  the  qih  a  committee  of  working  men  de- 
livered to  Gen,  Deoi'ioro  a  protest  against  Chap. 
6,  litle  5,  of  the  new  Campos  Salles  penal  code, 
winch  the  toilers  say  will  reduce  ihem  to  slavery. 
The  protestors  afterwards  wailed  on  the  father  of 
the  unpleasant  chapter,  Gen.  Campos  Salles,  the 
minister  of  justice,  who  agreed  10  see  if  il  could  not 
be  modified  in  the  interests  of  peace  and  happi- 
ness. A  considerable  mollification  was  in  reality 
made  and  published  Saturday  morning,  presumably 
to  influence  ihe  strikers  who  were  to  slop  work  to- 
day. The  new  sections  make  it  punishable  only 
for  those  who  use  threats  and  violence  lo  influence 
laboring  men  to  leave  their  employments.

— Importers  ate  complaining  again  of  delays  at 
ihe  custom-house  in  discharging  goods. 

—A  company  (or  burial  services  has  lieen  organ-

— The  statutes  of  a  company  to  be  known  as  the 
"S.  Paulo  Milk  Jug"  {Leiftha  Paulitta),  capital 
500,000$,  have  been  approved  by  Ihe  govern  men  t. 

—The  Banco  Emissor  do  Norte  has  been  per- 
mitted to  issue  notes  on  a  gold  basis  without  com- 
pleting its  authorized   issue  On  a  deposit  ol  bonds. 

—On  November  2nd  shares  of  the  Banco  Nncio. 
nal  were  scarce  in  Paris.  It  is  not  surprising; 
they    have  all  been  in  Rio  for  a  long  lime,  we  are 

informed. 

—Another  building  association  has  been  organ- 
ized in  Sao  Paulo  under  the  tille  of  "Industrial 
Const ructora,"  capital  l,ooo,ooo$.  It  will  build 
another  suburb. 

—The  shareholders  ol  ihe  Melhoramentos  no 
Brazil  company  on  ihe  91I1  decided  to  increase  the 
capital  to  25,000,000$,  each  shareholder  to  receive 
IJ4  new  shares  for  one  now  held.  A  bonus  is. 
naturally,  declared  and  upon  the  payment  of  2# 
per  cent,  on  the  old  and  10  per  cent,  on  the  new 
shares,  all  will  appear  with  40  per  cent.  paid.

— Only  recently  the  steamer  Sotata  took  ^aoo.- 
fwo  in  gold  to  the  River  Plate,  hut  £70,000  came 
hack  again  hy  the  steamer  Moselle, 

—fferefrttA's  Journal  on  tlie  15th  ult.. mentions 
a  report  that  a  treaty  for  reciprocal  commercial  re- 
lation! had  been  concluded  between  the  United 
States  and  Brazil. 

—k  company  has  been  organised  in  Slo  Pnuln 
under  the  title  of  J,Apricultiira  de  Forragens," 
with  a  capital  of  300,000$  in  100$  shares.  Pro- 
ducing fodder  is  apparently  the  object. 

—The  minister  of  finnnce  has  gran'ed  permis- 
sion to  the  Banco  Uniao  de  S.  Paulo  to  make  al- 
ternate issues  of  paper  money  on  gold  »nd  bonds, 
the  amount  of  each  issue  to  be  5,000.000$. 

—A  query,  Is  not  Gen.  Barhosa's  conversion  to 
the  idea  of  one  central  bank  of  issue  occasioned  by 
the  attitude  of  the  Conslituinte  in  regarr.  to  confer- 
ring on  the  states  the  right  to  create  such  banks  ? 

— The  Banco  do  Braid  announces  that  it  will  re- 
deem the  bonds  of  the  state  ol  Parana  of  the  1882, 
1885  and  1889  loans,  and  pay  the  interest  for  (he 
current  half  year,  Iroin  January  1st  to  the  15th. 

—The  Jornal  says  Bar&o,  Col.  OUveira  Castro 
was  the  broker  in  securing  the  fusion  of  :he  Bancos 
Estados  Unidos  and  National.  We  hea-d  that  Sr. 
Sebastiao  Pinho  was  the  celebrant  of  the  cere- 
mony. 

— The  government  has  authorized  the  Banco  i!os 
Lavrndores  to  operate  alter  complying  with  the 
formalities  established  by  law.  This  bank  has  been 
recently  organized  in  Campinas  with  a  capital  of 
30,000,000$. 

—A  representative  of  the  state  of  Amnionas  is 
going,  or  has  gone,  to  London  to  finally  settle  the 
loan  for  that  state.  Perhaps  an  investigation  as  to 
the  origin  of  the  envoy's  |  owers  would  not  lie  be- 
yond the  rules  of  careful  business  men. 

—The  Tattersal  Paulista  Company  (horse-breed- 
ing, etc.)  was  formally  installed  at  S.  Paulo  on  the 
9II1  inst..  on  which  occasion  the  shareholders  ap- 
proved the  purchase  of  two  estates — one  at  Penha 
for  70,000$  and  one  at  Mooch  for  240,000$. 

— Only  on  the  12th  inst.  was  it  known  that  the 
decree  authorizing  the  fusion  of  the  t>anks  was 
numbered  1,154  and  dated  December  jrtli.  Sr. 
Barbosa  seems  awfully  precipitate  in  his  decrees. 
A  document  without  dale  is  invalid. 

—On  the  8th  inst.— a  church  holiday— the  re- 
ceipts at  the  custom-house  here  were  about  34,000$. 
If  we  could  guess  at  what  the  daily  expense  at  our 
principal  source  of  revenue  is,  we  might  decide 
whether  it  would  not  lie  belter  to  close  the  custom- 
house on  church  holidays. 

— It  appears  that  the  Santa  Cruz  dos  Militares 
brotherhood  here  owns  1,726,000$  in  government 
bonds,  The  government  lias  granted  tin:  brother- 
hood the  right  to  invest  their  accumulated  funds  in 
real  estate,  and  as  a  recognition  Gen.  Deodoro's 
portrait  will  be  placed  in  the  rooms  of  the  associa- 
tion. 

— On  the  uth  the  Banco  da  Bolsa  announced 
that  it  would  open  subscription  lists  for  600,000$ 
in  shares  of  the  "Industrial  de  Moveis"  (a  joint- 
stock  joiners'  company!.,  and  on  the  sain-:  day  the 
Banco  dc  Ctedito  Real  do  Brazil  offered  1 ,000,000$ 
capital  for  the  "Transports  de  Carga"  company, 
destined  to  a  general  lighterage  business. 

—On  the  91b  the  Banco  do  Brazil  completed  its 
deposit  of  25,000,000$  gold  in  the  Treasury, 
against  which  it  may  issue  50.000,000$  in  notes. 
On  the  29th  ult,  tlte  bank  had  issued  26,400,600$. 
II  money  is  so  very  scarce  it  is  worthy  of  note  that 
the  Banco  do  Brazil  is  sacrificing  its  shareholders 
In  not  putting  out  the  23,500,000$  it  is  authorized 
to  issue. 

—The  government  has  made  a  special  appropria- 
tion of  94,400$  for  the  expenses  of  the  newly-cre- 
ated  commission  lor  Lie  improvement  ol  ports  and 
maritime  channels  on  the  coast  of  Santa  Cailiarina 
and  Parana.  For  tins  purchase  of  a  dredging  ma- 
chine, tow-boat  and  two  barges  lor  the  port  of 
Natal  it  has  made  a  special  appropriation  of 
135,000$. 

—On  the  9th  the  Gaztta  tie  Nolieias  publishes 
the  result  of  an  interview  with  Sr.  Ramiro  Barcel- 
los,  Brazilian  minister  at  Montevideo,  and  also  a 
senator,  that  explains  the  craiic  for  matte  compa- 
nies.

—Francisco  Morein  da  Fonseca  and  others  have 
been  authorized  by  the  government  to  jgtabiish  a 
bank  with  a  capital  ol  20,000,000$,  to  be  called 
"Banco  Rio  e  Motto  Grosso."  This  bink,  which 
is  to  be  organized  in  conformity  with  decrees 
Nos.  i64andl6§Aol  January  17th,  180.0,  will,  in 
relation  to  all  the  favors  granted  by  these  de- 
crees except  the  right  to  issue  paper  money,  be 
subordinate  to  the  Banco  Emissor  do  Sul.
